To the Voters of Usland: 





On June Sth the voters of Upland will 


decide whether we shall bond ourselves for | 


$24,000 for the purpose of building an 
outfall sewer. 


These are a few of the reasons why the 
voters of Upland should see that these 
bonds carry. 


This $24,000 will be used in constructing 
an outfall sewer on ** A’ 
avenue, south on Campus avenue to con- 
nect. with the outfall from Ontario. No 
part of it will be used in constructing the 
lateral limes north of ‘‘A*’ street. 
the lateral lines north of ‘‘A’’ street will 
be put in under the Vrooman Act and will 


be paid for by the district which has sewer 


connection. 

This distriet ‘will 
street on the south to Eleventh street on 
the north and from Euclid avenue on the 
west to Ninth avenue on the east. All of 
the residence lots in this distriet will be 
served by the sewer at a cost for the 
Vrooman Act work not to exceed $16.00 
per lot. 


Lots in the business section from ‘‘A”’ 
street to “‘C’’ street will be assessed at a 
higher rate as their benefits are greater. 


The proportion of the outfall that each 
resident will pay will depend on the as- 
sessed value of their property. 


The sewer bonds wili extend over a 
period of 24 years. The cost per $100 of 
assessed valuation the first year to raise 
the amount of principal and interest will 
be 11 cents. The last year of the twenty- 
four the assessment will be about 3 cents, 
making an average assessment of 7 cents 
for the whole time. If a man‘s house and 
lot is assessed at $500 this rate will make 
an average annual tax for 24 years of 35 
cents per year. If the assessed valuation 
is $1000 the tax would be 70 cents per 
year. 

This annual assessment plus the Vroo~ 
man Act cost of $16.00 per lot will be all

If your cesspool is in good shape you 
will not be forced to connect to the sewer 
until the time comes when you need the 
sewer. Then the sewer will be there, the 
connections can be made and your cesspool 
troubles are over, at a cost less than that 
of building a new cesspool. 


If the sewer bonds do not carry and we 
do not join with Ontario, the only method 
left is Vrooman Act for the whole city 
with our disposal plant located just north 
of the Santa Fe track within the eastern 
city liimts and all residents in the eastern 
parts can appreciate what effect that plan 
would have on their property values and 
the desirability of their locality for resi- 


dences. 


A great many people have advanced the 
the argument that those in the outlying 
districts are not benefited by Upland’s be- 
ing sewered, but this argument simply 
shows lack of careful consideration of the 
Sewer proposition, 


Sewers are installed in any locality to 
correct: sanitary conditions and every one 
who has occasion to come to Upland is 
directly concerned in bettering our sani- 
tary conditions. 


It would be well before voting against 
this bond issue to carefully investigate and 
find out how really deplorable sanitary 
conditions are in the business district of 
Upland. 


Three principal reasons why you can- 
not afford to vote against these sewer 
bonds: 


First. It is cheaper than cesspools. 
Second. 


Third. It will be only a matter of a 
very short time until the State Board of 
Health will force the issue, and at that 
time we may be compelled to dispose of 
our sewage within our own city limits 


It is insurance against disease. 


With troubles: and expense which many 


other cities are compelled to put up with.

Mr. Doremus showed conclusively, 
to his own mind, at least, that making automobiles is altogether 
an unremunerative business, and the only conclusion we can ar- 
rive at, after reading his impassioned remarks, is that those who 
own automobile factories are engaged in the business merely as 
a pastime and to furnish employment to some 835,000 persons in 
this country, this being the number that are employed in factories, 
by dealers and in garages. 

Mr. Doremus pointed out that the path of the automobile in- 
dustry is strewn with wrecks or ruined fortunes, dismantled fae- 
tories and disappointed ambitions. Within five years 718 concerns 
have failed or gone out of business and, today, places are adver- 
tised where parts can be obtained for 218 ‘‘orphan’’ cars—cars 
onee manufactured but no longer in the market. 

On the other hand, it developed during the discussion that | 
Henry Ford, who will pay more taxes to the government under the | 
proposed bill than any other six automobile manufacturers in the | 
country combined, is the only man who has not flooded the ways 
and means committee with telegrams protesting against additional | 
taxation. 

Perhaps Henry Ford has got scientific management down to 
such a fine point that he ean conduct his plant more economically | 
than other factories engaged in the same line of business are run- 
ning theirs. Whether this be true or not, is, of course, merely aj} 
matter of speculation. But if he ean afford to pay the proposed 
tax it is not apparent to the average man why his competitors send 
up such a howl and claim that the tax is confiscatory and means 
ruination. 

Anyhow, it must be admitted that Mr. Ford is no piker.—Albu-

ITH next Tuesday as the date upon which the voters of the 
W city of Upland will decide as to whether this city shall be 
equipped with a sewer, the importance of that date, as| 
well as the importance of every voter casting his ballot, 
should be uppermost in the minds of the people of the city. The 
News has endeavored to get the facts before the people and from 
every point of view it certainly appears that Upland should now 
take advantage of the opportunity which seldom comes to a city. 
The arrangement made with the city of Ontario by the council of 
Upland is certainly a good business move for both towns, and 
especially so for Upland, as it solves the problem of sewage dis- 
posal which has been a serious problem to solve in many towns 
of Southern California. Through the arrangement with Ontario, 
Upland builds its outfall sewer along Campus avenue to A street 
in Ontario and the sewage of Upland is taken care of at the 
Ontario sewer farm. The only remuneration to Ontario for this 
privilege is that Ontario city may attach to the outfall sewer at 
any point along:the line it desires. In the articles recently pub- 
lished by The News it has been shown that the cost of a sewer 
together with its laterals is far cheaper and far more sanitary 
than a cesspool, for the individual lot owner. 

Upland, during the past few years, has gone ahead as few | 
towns of its size and in its building the sewer problem, although 
often talked of, was lost sight of through the many things that | 
were brought more forcibly to the attention of the city council 
and the people. We have equipped this town with good streets, 
with first class fire fighting equipment, excellent street lighting, 
equipment, an excellent street working equipment, a library, a 
municipal park, street signs, sidewalks and curbs, and many other 
things, all of which go to make up the ideal home city. 

One thing, however, was neglected until it has been brought 
forcibly home to the people, and that is a city sewer. Today we 
have a threatening menace, for certain sections of the city have a 
series of cesspools so close together that it is impossible to place 
more in that section and it is impossible for the ground to care 
for more sewage, the result being that this water is seeping to the 
surface and in time means that sanitary conditions here will be a 
menace to the public health. There are certain sections of the 
city which do not need the sewer at this time, but when residents 
of those sections consider that it will cost them less for sewer) 
than it will to maintain a cesspool over a period of years, it ap- | 
pears that it is simply good business and good common sense to} 
vote for the bonds on next Tuesday. 

The News places its confidence in the need of a sewer mainly | 
in the committee of men, who together with the city council have 
been working for three or more years investigating what other 
cities are doing and working out the details to cover the needs 
of Upland along this particular line. These men, whom The News 
man has known for several years. are men of business ability, and 
who in common with many other men and women of the city, 
have been devoting their efforts toward making a_ better and | 
greater city. These men have reeommended the voting of $24,000 | 
to build the outfall sewer and that the laterals be built under the 
Vrooman act within the preseribed residence section. The News

I am not just familiar} 
with the figures at the moment, but 
it is not, although we may think it 
is, a great thing in comparison with 
France and England. And there is 
also the question of what might hap- 
pen if the thing were not a suc- 
cess. We do not want to be a sub 
servient nation. For my part, I am} 
willing to give up everything I have 
for freedom.”

It leaves 
a “bad taste” with the tourist when, 
after visiting our section, he is held 
up by some forwarding company to 
simply for 
the work of shipping his car “back 
home,” this not including freight or 
loading charges. This $45 charge is 
saved every motorist who cares to 
take advantage of the services of 
the Auto Club. 

That eastern motorists are taking 
advantage of the club’s generous of- 
fer is shown in the following figures: 
In one week recently 15 cars were 
sent east by this bureau, this mean- 
ing a saving to motorists of some- 
thing like $900. Thus far this year 
the bureau has shipped 70 cars, 
thereby saving tourists the neat sum 
of $3000. Last year tourists, through 
this one department of the club 
alone were saved more than $11,000. 

This forwarding department is 
now cooperating with eastern auto 
clubs, and by so doing is shipping 
cars west as well a seast for tour- 
ists, thereby saving them $90 each 
o neach trip to California. This 
promises to hereafter make a trip 
to our western country even more 
appealing to eastern motor tourist 
than it has been in the past, and 
the result will be an _ increased 
“crop” of tourists. The efficiency 
of the forwarding department of the 
club is being enhanced by its co- 
operation with the railroad compa- 
nies, thus enabling the bureau to 
keep the owner informed at all 
times as to the whereabouts of his 
mnfachine, and also of the hour as 
to its prospective arrival at its des- 
tination. 

It is one thing to bring tourists 
here, but it’s another to keep them 
coming. By sending them home 
with that satisfied feeling the Auto 
Club feels that it is doing its share 
toward influencing visitors to “do 
the same thing over’ next year.

CARING FOR LAMPS 

Much kerosene trouble lies in the 
lamp or wick rather than in the 
oil. If the flame is uneven the fault 
is usually in the trimming; or the 
burner may be coated with carbon 
seales which crumble down upon 
the wick, and by their pressure cut 
off the flow of kerosene. Such a 
burner should be thoroughly clean- 
ed and boiled, then dried and brush- 
ed clean of lint. 

A lamp should never be allowed to 
burn dry. Besides destroying the 
wick, it chokes the burner with un- 


consumed carbon and renders a 
thorough cleaning necessary. With 
low-test oil, too, there is consider- 


able danger in permitting the res- 
ervoir to become low, as the heat 
evolved converts the oil into gas 
as rapidly as there is room for it 
to form, and the larger accumula- 
tion soon becomes a serious menace. 


A wick should be trimmed by 
scraping with a dull knife, rather 


than by cutting; then the carbonized 
fibers will all be removed. 

If the wick is boiled in vinegar 
and then dried thoroughly, it is re- 


lieved of its tendency to smoke. 
Never blow down a chimney to ex- 
tinguish the flame. Blow across the 
top, or, if that is inefficient, blow 
against the hand held near the top. 
It may save a cracked chimney. 
The chimney of a lamp should 


never become hot at the bottom part, 
below the flame. If it does it in- 
dicates a hot burner and is a dan- 
ger signal. Usually one can remove 


a chimney from a lighted lamp by 
grasping -it at the bottom. 

Lamps should be filled in the 
morning; then there is little space 
for: gas to accumulate during the 
day. If this is negelcted do not 
fail, before lighting the lamp in 
the evening, to remove the burner 


and agitate the wick enough to drive 
the accumulated gas out before light- 
ing. This may save an explosion. 
For a similar reason lamps should 
be set away, during the day, in 
a moderately cool place. 

Where good 150-test water-white 
oil is used many of these precau- 
They are re- 
commended because of the variation 


in oil and its impurities. Some 
grades of oil, occasionally sold for 
the best, are much more _ highly 


charged with dangerous gases than 
others——Farm Journal.

Among the poorer informed poi- 
lus it is generally thought that 
America will at once dispatch num- 
berless troops to France, The Roose- 
velt plan has been played upon by 
French papers, with the result that 
T. R., long the most popular Ameri- 
can in Europe, has become nothing 
short of an international idol and 
hero, When we shake our heads in 
doubt of even the success of Teddy’s 
plan, the soldiers are rather discour- 
aged, and are none too happy about 
our assurance that before a year is 
up the United States will be in a 
position to send half a million or 
mayhap a million well equipped sol- 
diers for they all have a hope-fath- 
ered belief that 1917 will see the 
end of the war—a belief, by the 
way, which I regret to say I hardly 
share. Among the better educated 
it is realized that the immediate mis- 
sion of the United States is to ful- 
fi! the time-honored duty of Great 
Britain; i. e., furnish the supplies 
and keep open the seas. 





Things were breaking just right 
for us yesterday. Ever since we 
have been living within sound of 


the batteries we have had a desire to 
be on hand when one was in action. 


| Though only a random shot, we had 


desire fulfilled yesterday fore- 
noon. At three o’clock in the after- 
noon we had an appointment with 
a sergeant we had met here in 
town, and who had told us he would 
be glad to show us his quarters at 
the front. His headquarters were 
several miles along the front from 
the “poste’ and shortly after lunch 
we started off to meet him. En route 
we went through a wrecked village 
which has had no civilian inhabi- 
tants for two and one-half years, 
and which can boast no ‘complete’ 


that 


building. But such a sight is too 
common to attract attention now, 
for all of northern France is one 


continuous land of ruins. 

We met our sergeant, a French- 
man, who though his father was 
born in Portland, Oregon, and though 
he lived in England for over ten 
years, was subject to duty and left 
the assistant managership of a big 
Paris trunk form “innovation” 
(which has a branch in S. F.), to 
become a sergeant in the scout di- 
vision of the artillery. He was one 
of the best fellows we have encoun- 
tered as yet and at once took us to 

“75’e” to which. he is 


the battery o 75 
attached. En route to our meeting 





place I had told “Dusty” that if the 


sergeant wanted to put over the 
best thing, he would have .to. show 
us a bunch of the famous ‘75’s” in 
action. And that is exactly what he 
was able to do. He led us across a 
little valley.and into a thick little 


forest on the side of a rather steep 
hill. At the entrance to one of a 
dozen similar dugouts he introduced 





us to a young fellow who serves as 
chief gunner of the gun to which 
our guide was attached as_ scout. 


This gunner was also able to speak 
English, as was another of the six 
men who compose the crew of that 
particular gun. Going down into the 
dugout we came into a square room 
about ten. feet square, with a rather 


low ceiling. The hill is so steep, 
that despite the fact that we had 
gone down at least fifteen feet, the 


side of the dugout facing the enemy 
is open except for the brush cov- 
ered netting. 

After a thorough explanation of 





the workings of this gun which has 
perhaps been the most successful 
weapon of the war, the crew showed 


us the various types of shells used. | 


Some are air-bursting shrapnel shells 
used against hostile aeroplanes, oth- 
ers are gas shells, while the greater 


number are honest-to-goodness con- 
tact explosives. Though of only a 
three-inch bore, these guns, being 


able to fire at the rate of fifteen per 
minute, have throughout the war 
had the edge on any similar German 
gun. Many of the shells we saw in 
this out-of-the-way gun pit came from 
American factories. While in the 
pit the order came in to fire at a 
given “square” of hostile territory 
every two minutes until otherwise 
directed. The first shell sent out 
was of the shrapnel, for these, mak- 
ing a lesser explosion upon leaving, 
may be witnessed from within the 
dugout. After seeing this one shell 
fired, we left the dugout as_ the 
regular shells began to be sent out. 
On coming out, we were greeted by 
the sound of similar guns firing from 
all sides, fully a dozen being clus- 
tered close by. Unlike the “nine- 
ties,” the carriage of the “75” does 
not move at all, only the barrel re- 
coiling fully a yard, with a simul- 





taneous discharge of the empty 
shell. 

Such experiences are, as I inti- 
mated, not our daily routine. Nev-

Ev- 
ery time I go on duty the sudden 
|booming of angry guns tips me off 
ito the location of an unsuspected 
irow of cannons, for the art of hiding 
from aeroplanes has reached 
the stage where batteries may be 
jplaced in a grassy meadow without 
being visible a few hundred yards 
away. Such batteries disclose their

emitted when fired, for some use 
smokeless powder. Several locations 
are just back of the “poste” and 
|fire over us when in action. Seeing 
the arrival of big German shells in 
their ‘attempt to find these batteries 
is the chief “sight” at this “poste,” 
for only a few hundred yards away 
|the shells light harmlessly throw- 
ing debris in all directions. 

Our quarters at this “poste” are 
back into the side of a hill. Our 
“bedroom” is a steel lined cave 30 
feet into the hill and ten to fifteen 
feet under the ground. In front of 
this room is a not so well protected 
room which serves for day quarters. 





For several] hundred yards along this; 


hill are similar dugouts used by 
stretcher bearers, doctors, relief 
quarters for the gun crews. All 


| along this front, which is a rather 
hilly country, are similar dugout-lin- 
ed hills, which as some of the sol- 
dierg explain, are the most “com- 
fortable’ ‘trench quarters they have 
had. Only a few hundred yards from 
our dugout is a small hosital built 
into the side of a hill. An operating 
room, with X-ray equipment, a long 
“ward” with over a dozen cots, and 
a small electric plant mounted on a 
big truck are a few of the features 
one would hardly expect to find so 
close to the actual front. At other 
places where the lines change more 
rapidly the trenches are miserable 
places to spend even an hour in, and 
the men must be relieved often to 
prevent disease and sickness, but 
here where the fight has long been 
at deallock really “luxurious” trench 
quarters are to be found. When go- 
ing along one dugout-lined hill yes- 
terday we found the soldiers busy 
putting in small gardens and flower 
beds ‘around the holes in the ground 
which they have come to regard as 
“home.” 

At still another “poste” which is 
located in a:small village about eight 
miles from here, we are in constant 
sight of the German trenches. The 
town is on the north side of a long 
hill. Looking northward we see an- 
other row of hills three miles dis- 
tant, at the foot of which is another 


village. That village and the hill 
behind it are held by Germans. 
Bither side could easily shell the 


enemy territory but for the past 
year little activity has marked this 
poanit, for the adjacent “lay of the 
Janda’ would make a worth-while ad- 
vance of either army almost impos- 





sible without: tremendous loss of 
life. For either army, advancing 
across this three-miles plain could 


be mowed down by efficient artillery 
fire. We go so close to enemy lines 
at this place that we are told to 
heed signs whith warn us of talking 
loudly of things which might be of 
“interest” to Germans. 


This point, being so quiet, has 
comparatively , little need of ambu- 
lances and consequently we keep 


only one machine on duty there. On- 
ly one man being on duty there for 
24 hour stretches, and the circum- 
stances being such that promenading 
is hardly “attractive,” we 
‘spend our time in a little telephone 
dugout. Three men, all 
years of age, and two of whom have 
seen active service in the trenches 


Aside from 
the fact that the switchboard is 15 
feet below ground, and serves not 
private families but about fifty mili- 
tary and Red Cross postes, the place 
is not unlike some small-town tele- 
phone office.

As I have intimated, 
they are hardly uneducated. The 
three years of war has not soured 
them or made life less interesting. 
They lighten their occupation not a 
llittle by little tricks and jokes one 
would hardly expect to find in the 
repertoire of dignified looking (even 
in their old uniforms) bank officials 
and manufacturers. 

As I have told in other letters re- 
cently, we are now living in a 
school building. Aside from being 
excellent quarters, this place has the 
additional advantage of affording us 


opportunities for attending classes 
in French. Though this building 
served as a “college” for three or 


four hundred young boys, only about 
fifty attend now, the remainder, 
though varying in age only from 12 
to 17, have taken the places of 
fathers and older brothers in the 
work at home and in the workshops. 
Of those attending now there are six 
or seven who can speak enough Eng- 
lish to be in a position to assist 
the principal in conducting a daily 
French class for us. The principal, 
an old fellow in the late fifties, can’t 
speak a word of English, but takes 
great delight in conducting the class,

For the present} 
we are glad we came, and think we 
may be fully as valuable to America 
here as back in some training camp. 
A knowledge of French may prove 
quite as valuable to the U. S. A.

It will be a very serious mistake if 
the bonds are not voted now, as the 
State Board of Health has unlimited 
authority in health and sanitation 
matters and may order a sewer con- 
structed which would cost much 
more than under the proposed bond | 
plan. | 

T. R. Woodbridge—Mayor’ Grier 
has ably stated the necessity of sew- 
ers for Upland, and has explained 
why a general bond issue is the only 
way to finance the main lines and 
outfall. But as one living in a part 
of the city which this present sewer 
will not reach, I would like to add a 
word in favor of the bonds. 

The agitation for a sewer system 
was going on when I was first elect- 
ed to the city council, and was prob- 
ably thought of long before that. 
But I remember our council appoint- 
ed a sewer committee several years 
ago and that about every month we 
stirred it up for a report, at least of 
“progress.” But they had decided 
to go ahead cautiously and make a 
thorough investigation. before mak- 
ing any plans. I know that the com- 
mittee has made many trips to look 
at various systems, and has worked 
hard to discover the best system 
for our own special situation. I ran 
across the committee’s trail a while 
ago in Pasadena, where they had 
gone to examine that system which 
is probably the best and most ef- 
ffcient in Southern California. There- 
fore I feel that the committee is 
well posted and their final recom- 
mendations are most valuable for Up- 
land, and that we should support 
the committee by voting for the 
bonds. If this plan is not carried 
out after all the hard work put on 
it, it will certainly discourage any 
other committee in attempting a so- 
lution; will mean several more years 
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of a condition down town that is in- 
tolerable now and that will grow in-) 
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creasingly worse, and that will prob- 
ably mean serious epidemics. For 
our down town alleys are now large- 
ly merely a succession of boarded- 
over cesspools that are every day 


seeping farther under our stores~and | 


the houses near them. 

And in this matter the rancher, 
even on the far edges of the city, and 
in fact everybody who trades in Up- 
land even as far off as Camp Baldy, 
are vitally interested. The people 
living in the western and northern 
parts of the city want to feel safe 


,about the food they buy, safe in go- 


ing to the postoffice, the theatre, the 
band concerts, and in doing their 
banking and other business or in 
merely spending their time down 
town; and they want to be able to 
recommend outsiders to do business 
in Upland. Moreover, they have a 
mora] responsibility to do everything 
possible to conserve the health and 
happiness of their fellow citizens 
who both work and live in the busi- 
ness section. Perhaps nothing has 
arisen in our city affairs that shows 
more clearly that whether we live 
west or north, or in the Magnolia 
tract, we are but one people after 
all—citizens of Upland.
